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The  Election*. 

The  recent  elections  throughout  the 
country  have  resulted  in  overwhelming  suc¬ 
cesses  for  the  Democrats.  The  Republican 
party,  which  has  enjoyed  uninterrupted  as¬ 
cendancy  since  1800,  has  met  with  a  signal 
repulse. — a  disaster,  if  such  it  is,  which 
it  must  in  large  measure  attribute  to  itself. 

During  its  long  career  and  amid  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  its  great  power  and  influence,  it  is 
hardly  to  be  wondered  at  that  abuses 
have  crept  in,  and  that  disaffection  aod  dis¬ 
content  has  arisen.  And  therefore  it  is  not 
strange  that  Republicans  themselves  should 
enter  at  the  ballot  box  that  protest  which 
they  could  deliver  in  no  other  way  so  effect¬ 
ively,  albeit  they  have  evinced  in  some  cases 
remarkable  laek  of  discrimination  in  trans¬ 
ferring  their  ballots  ;  nevertheless  the  gen¬ 
eral  result  should  be  philosophically  regard¬ 
ed  as  sulut  iry  if  uot  satisfactory.  The  party, 
and  particularly  the  unscrupulous  portion 
of  it*  leaders,  have  been  chastised  for  their 
sins  an«l  errors.  Righteous  punishment 
rather  than  crushing  defeat  has  overtaken 
them.  But  a  party  whieh  can  exhibit  so 
glorious  a  record  of  achievement  in  the 
past  may  yet  have  something  to  accomplish 
in  the  future,  if  it  shall  wisely  profit  by  the 
lesson*  of  the  day.  Touching  upon  these 
things,  the  N.  Y.  Mail,  au  independent  Re¬ 
publican  journal,  says : 

"Wo  are  free  to  admit  that  the  Republi¬ 
can  party  has  been  accumulating  burdens 
that  would,  long  since,  havo  crushed  any  less 
vigorous  organization.

Manager  Stevens  of  the  New-York  and 
Oswego  Midland  Railroad  has  issued  an  or¬ 
der  under  whieh  all  freight  bound  eastward 
on  that  road  shall  bo  transferred  at  Middle- 
town  to  the  Erie  Railway  instead  of  to  the 
New-Jersey  Midland  as  heretofore.  The  rea¬ 
son  given  for  this  change  is  that  Midland 
freight  earned  by  the  New-Jersey  Road  is 
frequently  delayed  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company’s  yard  at  Jersey  City, 
which  has  occasioned  much  dissatisfaction 
to  shippers.  The  change  has  made  necess¬ 
ary  the  placing  of  another  train  on  the  Erie 
to  carry  the  freight  from  the  Midland.  & 
contest  has  sprung  up  between  the  New- 
Jersey  Midland  and  the  Erie  Railways  over 
the  securing  of  the  passenger  traffic  to  New- 
York,  which  is  transferred  at  Middletown 
from  the  New-York  aud  Oswego  Midhud. 
Each  of  the  firstnamed  companies  have 
placed  an  agent  on  the  trains  of  the  latter 
road  to  solicit  the  New-York-bound  pas¬ 
sengers.  The  agents  are  provided  with 
circulars  setting  forth  the  advautagosi  of  their 
respective  routes,  and  they  recheck  all  bag¬ 
gage  at  Middletown  without  trouble  to  the 
passenger. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  tunnel  the  Alps  nk 
another  point,  namely,  at  the  famous  Mont 
St.  Bernard,  the  piercemeut  to  be  about  6.380 
yards  long,  the  tunnel  to  be  constructed  in 
four  sections  by  means  of  side  galleries,  so 
that  the  work  may  be  completed  in  three  or 
four  years,  theue  galleries  to  remain  open 
afterward  for  ventilation  and  other  uses.  A 
peculiar  feature  iu  this  work  is  the  contem¬ 
plated  establishment  of  a  station  within  the 
tunnel  by  widening  a  suitable  urea  of  the 
levej  central  portion.  One  of  th  objects 
which  has  led  to  this  singular  plan  is  that, 
possibly  for  economy’s  sake,  two  light  trains 
whieh  had  made  the  ascent  separately,  might 
be  joined  tegether  for  the  descent  on  the 
other  side.  It  is  also  argued  that,  with  such 
an  arrangement,  many  travellers  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  season  would  be  glad  to  attain  the  sum¬ 
mits  of  the  grant  St.  Bernard  by  the  inclined 
passages  afforded  by  this  arrangement,  and 
aff  the  mouths  of  which  stations  for  refresh¬ 
ments  and  even  for  lodgiug  might  be  pro¬ 
vided. 

A  Washington  correspondent  of  the  Cin¬ 
cinnati  Gzaelte  writes:  "The  very  elegant 
mansion  iu  Georgetown  occupied  by  Henry 
D.  Cooke  prior  to  his  failure  was  in  the  very 
jaws  of  the  fire-fiend  recently,  but  an  earlv 
discovery  saved  the  beautiful  domicil. 
Since  their  loss  last  fall,  the  family  has  oc¬ 
cupied  the  smaller  house  of  Henry  Cooke, 
Jr.  The  large  residence  has  been  closed 
meanwhile,  but  some  venturesome  boys,  with 
the  spirit  of  investigation  rampant,  found  a 
moans  of  eutranoe,  and  used  daily  to  frequent 
the  elegant  rooms,  making  themselves  per¬ 
fectly  at  home  with  their  cigars  and  cards. 
One  chilly  day  they  essayed  building  a  fire 
in  an  ornamental  fire-place,  merely  designed 
to  represent  one,  and,  as  a  result,  the  room 
was  soon  in  flame.  Some  outsider  gave 
warning,  and  the  fire  was  quenched  before 
much  damage  was  done.  Nothing  was  seen 
of  the  boys  but  their  retreating  heel-tap* 
without  and  their  cigar  stumps  and  scattered 
cards  within.” 

The  discovery  by  the  Hayden  expedition 
of  the  ruins  of  a  large  number  of  deserted 
villages  in  Southwestern  Colorado,  built  with 
a  skill  uninhented  by  any  of  the  present- 
tribes  of  Indians  so  far  as  known,  will  lend 
additional  interest  to  tlie  explorations  of  the 
antiquary  in  regard  to  the  early  history  of 
America.
